VISUAL ARTS EXHIBIT 

"Exhibit Sixteen", a showcase for the 
achievements of sixteen graduating stu¬ 
dents in Visual Arts, will open in the foyer 
of the MacLaurin Building April 1.

Russell described the work as varied and 
provocative, representing "several styles 
and several schools of thought, from hard- 
edged structured styles to free floating 
lyrical styles. 

"We have been dealing with problems in 
the development of an image," Mr. Russell 
said, "and with problems involving visual 
perception in both a two-dimensional and

Faculty, staff and students are invited to 
compete in seven of 10 events, one of 
which must be the obstacle race, and none 
of which must be in the contestant's partic¬ 
ular area of expertise. 

Points will be amassed for performance 
in each of the seven events selected by a 
competitor. By the end of the day, the man 
or woman with the greatest number of 
points will be declared UVic Superstar. 

Trophies named in honor of Dr. Hugh 
Farquhar will be presented to the top man 
and top woman at Awards Night, April 6. 

Masterminds of the event, Mike Elcock 
(Athletics) and Tony Beeftink, have 
worked out an elaborate system of deter¬ 
mining the winner in the event of a tie. 

Should two members of the same sex be 
tied for the greatest number of points, 
their scores in the obstacle race will decide 
the winner. Performance in the balance 
contest will determine the winner in a tie 
between members of the opposite sex. 

The cavalcade of superstar events will 
begin in front of the SUB at 12:15 p.m. 
April 5 with the Ring Road Cycle Race. 

Other events will be baseball hitting, 100 
yards sprint, golf pitching, a half mile run, 
basketball shooting, weightlifting, the bal¬ 
ance contest, archery and the obstacle 
race. The latter five events will take place 
in the gym. 

Participants in the ring road cycle race 
must supply their own bicycles, which may 
be of any type. Those in the golf pitching 
will use an eight or nine iron to chip toward 
a post at a distance of about 75 yards. 

Competitors in the baseball hitting will 
be batting against a pitching machine, and 
those attempting the basketball shooting 
will be allowed 10 shots from the free 
throw line.

HONORARY DEGREES 

Two distinguished British Columbians will 
receive the degree of Doctor of Laws 
(honoris causa) at the eleventh annual 
UVic Convocation, Saturday, May 25. 

Sir Charles S. Wright, K.C.B., a scientist 
on Scott's last expedition to Antarctica in 
1910, and Walter H. Gage, C.C., former 
Registrar at Victoria College and now Pres¬ 
ident of the University of British Columbia 
will receive the degrees in an outdoor 
ceremony on the UVic campus. 

Sir Charles, a resident of Salt Spring 
Island, was navigator on the Polar journey 
of 1911-1912 which found the tent with 
Scott, Wilson and Bowers November 11, 
1912. Born in Toronto in 1887 he joined 
the expedition in 1910at the age of 23asa 
scientist doing research in physics and 
glaciology. 

After receiving his B.A. from the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto in 1908, he studied for two 
years at Cambridge, England where he was 
Wollaston student 1851 Exhibition Scho¬ 
lar. After the Polar Expedition he returned 
to the University of Toronto in 1913-1914 
where he received his M.A. 

During World War I Sir Charles was a 
Captain with the Royal Engineers Signals 
Company and from 1916-17 with General 
Headquarters Intelligence. His military de¬ 
corations include the Order of the British 


Empire (1918), Military Cross (1916), 
Chevalier Legion of Honour (1915). 

Following the war he joined the Admir¬ 
alty department of scientific research and 
held many important posts including 
Superintendent, Admiralty Research Lab¬ 
oratory; Director of Research, and Chief of 
the Royal Naval Scientific Service. He was 
Knighted in 1946. 

After retirement in 1947, he continued 
his research at Esquimalt, and in 1951 was 
invited by the United States Navy to be¬ 
come Director of the Marine Physical Lab¬ 
oratory of the Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography at La Jolla, California, a 
position he held from 1952-56. 

F rom 1956 to 1958, he was a contractor 
for the Defence Research Board of Canada 
at the Pacific Naval Laboratory, Esqui¬ 
malt. 

His research in underwater acoustics, 
and geomagnetic micropulsation led to a 
joint investigation with Stanford Univers¬ 
ity in California which took him again to 
the Antarctic. His last visit to Antarctic 
Station was in 1965. 

Sir Charles retired again in 1967, al¬ 
though he lectured in geophysics at the 
University of British Columbia from 1964 
to 1968. He was subsequently honoured 
with the degree of Doctor of Science by 
U.B.C. 

Walter H. Gage, President of the Univers¬ 


ity of British Columbia, has had a long and 
distinguished career in University educa¬ 
tion in the province. Born and educated in 
Vancouver, he received his B.A. (honours 
mathematics) from U.B.C. in 1925 and his 
Master's degree in mathematics and phys¬ 
ics the following year. Following his gradu¬ 
ation he joined the Math, department of 
U.B.C. for one year before coming to 
Victoria College as an instructor. He be¬ 
came an assistant professor in 1928 and in 
1929, took on the additional duties of 
Registrar for the College. 

In 1933, he returned to U.B.C. where he 
has served as professor of mathematics; 
assistant to the Dean of Arts and Science; 
Director of Summer Session; Director of 
the Special Winter Session (1946); Co¬ 
director, Canadian Army Course No. 2; 
Dean of Inter-Faculty and Student Affairs; 
Acting Dean, College of Education; Depu¬ 
ty President; Acting President; and Presi¬ 
dent. 

Following the war, he studied for a year 
at the California Institute of Technology, 
and in 1958 was honoured by U.B.C. with 
the degree of Doctor of Laws (honoris 
causa). 

In 1971, Dr. Gage received Canada's 
highest honor when he was made Compan¬ 
ion of the Order of Canada. 

Dr. Gage has a long-standing interest in 
Astronomy. In 1929 he was Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Victoria branch of the 
Royal Astronomical Society of Canada. He 
was later Vice-President of the Branch, and 
Secretary and President of the Vancouver 
branch of the Society. 

He was also an executive member, for 
several years, of the B.C. Academy of 
Sciences, and holds memberships in the 
American Mathematical Society, the Math-

ematical Association of America and the 
Canadian Mathematical Congress. 

Sir Charles and Dr. Gage will receive 
their degrees in a colorful ceremony to be 
held on the academic quadrangle in front 
of the MacLaurin Building on the Univers¬ 
ity of Victoria Campus at 2:00 p.m. Satur¬ 
day, May 25.
